Do Par advised last week that he works seven nights a veek and therefor* is 
unable to recall which particular nlgit he observed Oswald acatod in tha group 
around the runway in the dub and due to the soatdng arrangement in this 
dub, ha. Da har, uould be unable to say whether or not Oswald had a party 
or group with hln at the time be was seen* 

Oe Mar advised to the best of his rsoollootlon he had never seen Oswald 
at the dub previously and had no information as to arty associations that 
Oswald night have hod at the Carousel dub, Dallas. 

Da Mar, stated be in addition to his ventriloquist act, puts on a 
maraory demonstration and he ballsWes Oswald was among a number of persons 
_at the dub that was used by him in preforcing tills no-wry deeonstrrtlon,
